of the historic plain. There they 
grouped themselves in the manner 
of the ancient Vikings under the 
banners of their respective locall- 
,ics. 


The Icelandic parliament, or al- 
thing, is now held in Reykjavik. 
But formerly, for the long span of 
nearly nine centuries, it was held 
at Thinkvellir or the Plain of As 
sembly. Established In 930. 


The Althing is reckoned to have 


been established in 930. A universal 
code of law for the Icelandic re- 
public was then accepted. At the 
bime the northern peoples, did not 
write down their laws, but mem- 
orized them and had them rehears- 
ed at their "things" or assembles. 
The exact wording of the first code 
of laws of the Icelandic republic 
is not known, for it was not until 
1117 that Icelandic laws began to 
be recorded in writing. 
The scenery of the Thlngvellir, 


the Plain of Asesmbly, where tb>. 
meetings of the althing were held 
right up to 1798, is of a peculiar 
beauty. 
The place is a'ive with 


memories of groat events in the 
past, chronicled in the far-famed 
Sagas, which are still household 
reading throughout 
the 
country. 


Nowhere else does the nation feel 
so closely in touch with her time 
or ancient glory. Histo.y has en- 
shrouded the place in a romantic 
halo, and the glory of thj Thing- 
yellir is further enhanced by the 
inspired songs in which several of 
the greatest poets of Iceland have

"The country already generous- 


ly provides for the 
280,000 men 


whose health or earning power is 
shown to have been Impaired 
by

should be a first charge upon the 
nation. 


"This measure except for a small 


part adds nothing to the aid of vet- 
erans wounded or disabled in 
the 
war. It is a radical

from our full commitment to pro- 
vide compensation to men for war 
disability into the field of pension 
to men who have incurred disabil- 
ities as the incident of civil life 
since the war and having no valid 
relation to their military service. 


Presumption Held. 


"It provides that in respect to 


veterans who between the years 
1925

they should

Confident the president's veto of

nage, were in good condition and 
excellent spirits when they land- 
ed here at 5:57 a. m. (EST). They 
talked briefly of the dangers they 
had encountered - and 
then all 


sought sleep! 
A beam wireless proved of great 
assistance to the fliers. Van Dyk, 
co-pilot 
with 
Kingsford-Smith, 
Navigator Saul and Radio Operat- 
or Stannage all said that but for 
the Beam wireless at Belle Isle 
the plane never would have been 
able to reach Harbor Grace. The 
broadcasts from the Cape Race 
station 
provided the fliers with 
the necessary bearings 
when it 
seemed almost hopeless for them 
to find their way in the fog. 
The Beam from the Belle Isle 
station guided them safely toward 
Harbor Grace and directions from 
the Cape Race station which was 
almost in constant communication 
with them enabled the fliers to 
locate the landing field. 
It was evident that during thefr 
passage over the Atlantic or be- 
fore hopping off from Ireland the 
men had talked of future plans.

Unemployment figures Issued by 
the census bureau today indicated 
that 574,647 persons were out of 
work in April in territory com- 
prising approximately a fourth of 
the 
country, with an 
estimated 


population of 
29,264,480. 


These 
were 
the 
first 
figures 


issued by the government as the 
result of the data on unemploy- 
ment gathered during the present 
census. 
Secretary Lament said they In- 


dicated much less unemployment 
than was generally estimated.

MANY INJURED IN 
RIOTING AS RESULT 


STRIKEJN SPAIN 


SEVILLE, Spain, June 24.—yP)— 


A number of persons were gravely 
injured and about 100 suffered mi- 
nor hurts in rioting on the streets 
of Seville today as an outgrowth 
of a general strike. 
More than 150 persons were in- 


purcd in disorders yesterday and 
the fighting was resumed today as 
the strikers again began demonstra- 
tions. Among those injured in to- 
day's disorders was a child who was 
reported dying. 
Martial law was in effect. Cafes 
and business houses were closed. 
The number of those arrested 
was not revealed but the jails were 
filled to overflowing. 
At a dozen different sections in 
the residential and factory districts 
the battles raged, infuriated strik- 
ers and sympathizers clashing with 
police and civil guards both mount- 
ed and afoot.
